I hare no charges to 
make against ez-FMeideut Harrison, 
and our relations ore pleasant What- 
ever bnrgaus or proniifles Us friends 
might have made, he did not sanction 
thom because he absolutely refused t<> 
appoint Mr. Piatt secretarvpf the treas- 
uiy. Promises may have i.ec>n made in 
regard to federal p itronai.'e in tliis state, 
and I do not criticise that specially.

STEVE ELKIN6 "SUED. 

It Made Drfendatit In a Nriv Mexioo 

Lan<l Suit. 

New York, Nov. ai.— The hearing of 
a snit in which William C. Kevclicr 
sued Ui^ii ed States Senator Stephen B. 
EUdni of Weet Virf^nla to recover an 
Interest claimed by him in certain latids 
in New Mexico anrl also for an account- 
ing, was commenced yesterday before 
Judge Patterson in the special term of 
the supreme court. It is claimed by the 
plaintiif that in 1871 Mr. Elkins pur- 
chased ■ome land in K«w Mexico, in 
which the plaintiff wai to have an in- 
terest of one-fliird, and that a deed to 
that effect was executed, under which 
his interest in the laud was to lie held 
ill trust for him by the defendant. Mr. 
Elkins, he alleges, has sold a iKjrtion of 
the land, and has rec^nved a consido a- 
ble amonnt from its sale for which ho 
has never a/icounted. 

S«Miator I'^lkius acknowledges that he 
purchased thi- lands and th: t on Oct, 17 
he sigii(>d a deed under which Reveher 
was to become entitled to one-third of 
the lands on jiaying hin 11. a.') an ucru 
for tliem. This was, h(> avers, the only 
paper he ever oxe<'uted The phiiiftirf, 
the di'fendant alleges, ajjir.'d to jiay 
tliis price for it and naid ho expected to 
pay tlie.ri.c:) peraorelna ahort time, 

but never did so. 

He finally told tlie defendant he was 
not in a position to cany (nit his agi'e(>- 
nieiit and reliiKpiished his interest in 
the lands. Under flieso circumstances 
Senator Klkins says ne sold the jKirtion 
of the lands claimed by Reveher to T. 
I). ('.itiDii on the .same conditions as 
they li:id been previously held by the 
plaiiiti!!'. w ho, ho states, has now no in- 
terest in the property. He also pleads 
that Reveller's claim is barred by the 
Statute of limitations.

The conceiitniting of Turkish troops 
at Marash for the advance uiKiri Zeitoun, 
M'hich is still lield by the Armenians in 
Stroll}/ force, continues as actively as 
possible under the circumstancofi. The 
commanding general declart^s that un- 
less the Armenians of Zeitoun and its 
vicinity are subjuga.ted within a fort- 
niglit the campaign is li*:ely to bo both 
protracted and difficult, as heavy snows 
and bad roods which are to be expected 
soon, will hinder the tolerations of tte 
troops. 

Advices from Aleppo say that all the 
American citizens at Aintab, Orfah and 
Miu-din are safe under the protection of 
the Turkish authoritiea Ot the places 
mentioned. The Turks, it now appears, 
are really taking >tei» to protect life 
and property. 

•' Armenian refugees who have arrived 
here from the diiferant provinces from 
which th^ fled at the time of the recent 
mosaocre have petitioned the patriarch 
to aadst thoae of their coreligioniata who 
were anaUe to get away, aa famine is 
threatening th«r country and that Uie 
most terrible sufferings may be antici- 
pated when the cold weather aete in, 
thousands of Armenian families being 
without sheltw. 

Tlie Armenians ask tho patriareh to 
aiijieal to the diflfereut countries of Eu- 
ro])e for money, food and clothing, as it 
seems next to impossible for the Tiu'k- 
ish u'overnment to do anything ettective 
in the way of aariBting the distressed 

people. 

There has been some sharp exchange 
of messatres recently between the Arme- 
nian jiatriarch, tlie Turkish ministers 
and foi-eign ar> bassadors. The patri- 
arch was desirol„^ of calling in person 
upon the minister of interior of other 
fovernnjeiit officers for tho purpose of 
placing certain comiilaiiits before them, 
and to tender his services in the work 
of relief and reform. T?ut. it appears, 
the Turkish officials positively refused 
to receive )iim in audience until he 
shaP h • p M shed an enelycieal con- 
demning the alle(.'i il intrigues and de- 
mands of the .Vvnicnians, As it has 
been demonstrated that the Turks in 
the great majority of cases wore to 
blame for the massacres and as the 
sultan has agreed to the jMiwcrs' .scheme 
of refoniis for Armenia, the patriarch 
was unable to issue sucli an oneyelical 
for it would practically admit that the 
demands of the Armenians were not 
jusfittednml it is Is lieved liave consider- 
ably hindered the work of jefjjrm. 

Coiis<Kiuetitly, the partriarch made an 
apiieal to the ambaMuidors and placed 
before them the strongest evidence he 
could procure regarding the massacres 
which have recently occurred and 
begged them to use their influence to 
put an end to this condition of affairs. 
He was assured that everything possible 
under the circumstances would be and 
was being done; but the patriarch waa 
informed, evidence hod been furnished 
which establiahed beyond any reasona- 
ble doubt the fact that the agents of the 
Annenian revolutiouary ooinmittee had 
been actively at work, inciting the Ar- 
meniana agunst Turkish nde and that 
the Armeniaiia themaelvea were to 
blame for a number of outbreaks which 
had n<-cnrred, although this did not 
justify the bloody revenge afterwtu^ 
taken by the Turks. 

The police are not making so many 
arrests today and a number of Armen- 
ians have been releas(>d from the differ- 
ent prisons where they have been ccm- 
flued for sonm time piuit.

It is ouriouB to note the development 

ot special tendencies, from time to time, 
among mannfacturers. Not long since a 
strong inclination was perceptible to seek 
locatiQiM in oi> Qeer \^mmtfm>(Mif 
those iMtving numeroiit r|d9|&Ml WflM ^• 
verging from them to all points of the 

cottBM*. iUUrew^ oeaiieetiona appeeted 
to be the prime eonslderalion, ifid Hm 

more numerous they were the better the 
location seemed to be for the assembling 
of materials and the distrlbntioto of prod* 
nets. A decided feeling w.'is manifested 
against dependence upon a single railroad 
system which had aiUblisbed, or might 
establish, arbitrary ratei of freight, inter- 
tering with rational profits on manufac- 
turing ventures. The ideal location was 
in immediate proximity to the tracks of 
two or more systems, which theoretically 
would compete for the traffic of the fac- 
tory. A better inpply of labor, either 
skilled or nnskilled, was also to be ex- 
pected ill the vicinity of a lar^re city, and 
at more reaaoaable wages than in an 
isolated locality with • limited popnle- 

tion. For n time tho decay of the small 
town seemed inevitable, as one factory 
after another in rural regions transferred 
its operations to the great railroad cen- 
ters. Attention has been called to this 
phase of our national development by 
more than one writer, delving into statis- 
tics of population. The movement was 
broketf to some extent by strong influ- 
ences in other directions, as, for instance, 
the discovery of natural gas in certain 
sections, causing the advantage of cheap 
fuel to outweigh the inducements pre- 
sented by railroad centers. 

rndoubtedly there wti • time when it 
seemed to be almost necMsary for a man- 
nfactnring establishment to be located in 
a poimlou? district, with several railroad 
lines within reach, in order to conduct a 
good business. Those not po situated 
were either managed with signal ability, 
or made some very profitable specialty, 
if they continued to thrive. But that 
day has passed. Bailroad traf&c in our 
large cities is badly congested, and belt 
lines only partly relieve it. The individ- 
ual manufacturer is not an object of 
special attention from railroad managers, 
but is merely a part of the (conglomerate 
mass. It ia a matter of days and some- 
times weeks to secure the delivery of 
needed materialpat a factory which have 
arrived at the city on a different railroad 
from that on which the establishment is 
situated. Shipments outward make 
ecjualiy iineatisfactory time. Further, if 
changes in business make a revision of 
railroad freight rates desirable, it must 
be done by the approval of a board of 
oflicials representing all the roads, and 
before the unwieldlv body can be educa- 
ted to a proper understanding of the sub- 
ject a suffering industry may be ruined, 
or the occasion to secure profitable trade 
may have passed. A factory, therefore, 
may as well be lor.ited in the country 
to-day as in a large city, of cuurae, due 
consideration being given to the fuel 
question, access to natural markets and a 
supidy uf labor. Consequently, within 
the past few years, factories have again 
been located in rural districtf, and the 
movement in that direction is becoming 
noticeable. 

A very important consideration in 
withdrawing from the vicinity of a large 
city is the labor question, which formerly 
operated the other way. The desirability 
of .securing an ample supply of labor has 
paleil into insiL.'nificance before develoj)- 
meuta of a much more important charac- 
ter. The anwammted interference of 
trade unions with the relations existing 
between employers and employees, ttie 
turbulence manifested whenever strikes 
occur, the unceasing efTorts of labor agi- 
tators to stir up strife, and the propaga- 
tion of socialistic and even anarchistic 
doctrines are influencing manufacturers 
to get away from cities. They do not 
proclaim it loudly, and they will perhaps 
omit from an enuineration of the desira- 
ble points of a new rural location any 
reference to the labor problem, but 
iiovertUelesa it has had much weight. 
Several very large concerns, employing 
thonnand.-! of men each, are known to 
have been directly iiiHuenced in favor of 
the places they finally seleoted by their 
detsire to bring their workmen under as 
good inliiien'ces as poHsible, and thus 
make them better citizens. Strikes may 
not always be avoided, labor disputes 
will perhaps be inevitable as long as the 
relati(jn of employer and ein])loye exists, 
but difficulties of this character can bo 

minimised. This can best be done in 

rural distrietn.
